• J opean carnage. The sword that nas 
wiped and sheathed may oooe more be 
drawn irom its soabbari, and toes that 
had accepted the olive branch again 
mieet iaoe to face to renew with re- 
doobled rancor and hate the deadly 
ooofliot. ~PoOr vanqaisbed Austria, 
.seething nndor the humility of defeat, 
seeks an opportunity for tiio redemp- 
tion of her lalloD greatnosB — tho roi u-- 
peratioD of Iier military prottigo and 
renown — in a fresh quarrol with her 
Southern noiglibor, Italy, a power 
whom she is wont to regard as her ins 
ferior. The pretext for caubing this 
fresh disturbanco to tho peace of 
Europe arises out of tbo negociations 
between Austria and Italy for the oes- 
. sion of Vonotia. The Kaisor, accord- 
ing to our telegrapbio despalciios hud 
shown bad faith, and made iinraediato 
demands to which Victor Emmanuel 
declined to submit. Ho bad also ovor- 
ohaiged the debt of 7enetia and witb-< 
held Venetian property which ho was 
libund to transfer. Prussia bad inter- 
vened on behalf of hor ally, and ora- 
phnlically declaring that she would not 
anffer hor to be iusulted and defrauded, 
had stayed the homeward march of the 
Prussian troops from the lato theatre 
of war, and held herself in readiness to 
sound the war note. Wliat part Louis 
Napoleon, ^Austria's fiduciary in tho 
cession of Vonetia, has taken or will 
take in this new complication remains 
to be seen. It is evident, however, 
that tho far-seoinp; Emperor, whoso 
transcendunt gsniua bad acquired for 
him the recognised soubriquet ot tho 
" master spirit of tho ago," feels that 
he was so immeasurably outwitted and 
cheokmatod by tbo recent tide of 
•vents in Central Europe, that France 
has lost her assumed right to tho dicx 
tatorship of Europe, and t-unk, as tho 
Economist points out, " into one ol 
many oo'-ordiDate powers." Foiled 
andbaffl'din his oalculatioiiB, Napo- 
leon pockets bis disappointmnnt, 
■mothers bis vexation, and blandly de- 
claring his devotion to tho inlorcsis of 
peace, tries to wash his bands of tho 
whole affair, with a secret rcHolve poi- 
hsps that although bis schemes had fur 
once miscarried, tho time — I'idce— 
would yet como when Belgium might 
in Bomo way bcomo involved in 
the struggle. With tlio meagre 
information before us it is diilicult to 
divine what Austria's prograiniuo can 
be. Against Italy alono rho might 
prolong tiio contest with success, but 
when Prus-ia avows hor intention ot 
taking up arms against hor, hor 
chances of regaining hor lo.st glory in 
tho face of ber recent disasters become 
slim indeed, unless tlio Frtncli Emperor 
is at her back, hoping to htir uj) 
fresh strife, that he may luako a 
Bcooud eflbrt to play out his trumps. 
Tbo news ot a fresh Fenian excite- 
ment in Canada bus tho sombiaiico 
of a canard. It it well known liiat 
tbo correspondents of the IS'uw York 
Herald do not profess to adhere to tho 
truth. For instanco, during tho visit 
of tho Prince of Walos to Toronto, 
when troubles arose with tho Urungo- 
men, the agent of tho Herald presout- 
od himself at tho Telegraph ollico with 
a message, doliberatuly stating that 
tho Dako of Nowcastle had bouii Drod 
at, and had himsell killed three or 
four men. Tho vulgar sheet has from 
tho outset zealously espoused Fenian- 
isra, and its reports respecting Fenian 
movemoiils are never believed, oven in 
tho States. The whole thing savors ul' 
an attempt to add fresh I'nol to the 
dying omhora of tho charred scare- 
crow. Stephens, on his ariival in 
Amerioa, altogether disclaimed tho 
raid on the Canadian border, and do- 
clarod that tho only proper and justi- 
liablo channel for operationa was in 
Ireland.

DEUYED DESPATCHES. 



New Zealaud. 

N«w Zealand dates aro to tho 24th of July. 
Tho fourth i'urlioment of New Zealand waa 
formally oponod by Uis Esoellenoy, tho 
Governor, at VVollinrgibn, 00 tbeSd- of July. 

Tho laying of the subaiarine cable to oon- 
neot tho northern and middle islands of Now 
Zealand, wos to bo commenced in afow 
days. The cable had arrived oat safo in tho 
clipper ship Weymouth. Some drcdful mur- 
ders bad lalicii place in tho Middlo Islands, 
perpotratod by o gang of miacreaols fa> 
miliar with tbd prisons of Australia, and who 
havo more recently been infesting the west 
coast gold fields, and systematically mur- 
dering diggers for their money. 

Four vessels loaded with cools for the P. 
N: Z. & A. M, Co., en route to Wellington, 
were wreiiked during tbe [ate beaVy galea on 
the Australian coast, viz: tbo Elk, near Syd- 
ney, Barrickfl Midas, VVrn. Wilson and 
Erota. The cargoes of all were lost, but tho 
urcws with tho cxooptiou of tho Walton''., 
wero saved. 

There i.s peace everywhere in the North 
Island, except at Wangagul, where wo hoar 
of four hundred rebel Moories, entrenched 
in a pass along tho liue of Gen Chutes' 
□larch. Major MoDonnell, ot tbe Cslooial 
force, is taisiog a force of 400 men to attack 
them. 

The telegrams whiob have been received 
horn the various colonies announce the de- 
presuing influence which the recent European 
news liae in commercial circles. There is 
uu incliRpusilion to trunsuot business. Severe 
^itorniB have raged all along tbo Australian 
coast, causing evervwhere great damago to 
shipping. The Victoria Parliameoi had 
been further prorogued to tbe 2Ist Aagust. 

Central Amerioa.

It 
appears that ibc unhappy man ia tbo aflor- 
Dooa pDCobased 20 graius of itryobaia of a 
druggist, stating that he wantad to poison a 
dog. no tbca mixed tbo poison with milk 
aad Biigar, and having swallowod half of the 
fatal polioo, diselosed wbat ho had done to 
tho landlord, iMr. B.illg, who immcdialely sent 
for medical aid. Dr Davie arrived about 
tbrue-quarlera of an hour aflor the poison had 
been takoo, and administered suitable remed- 
ies, but without efTeot. Violeot spasms bad 
set in, and daring odo of the interrals be- 
tween the spasms, the suloide, in answer to 
qaestioas pat to him by the dootor, said he 
had taken atrychniae in a drnnkea frolic. 
He was then sober and showed no symp'.om 
of drunkenness. Death look place at a 
quarter to seven, the draught having been 
Bwalloffad at about balf-past four, p. m. 
Dissolution was rapid. In intervals between 
the spasms the snSerer ezclaimed,^" good bye, 
I am going." Ha expressed no legret at 
vhat he had done. Ad inquest will be held 
to-day. 

Sad wbeoe. — The last hope of the Mon- 
arch of the Sea has ranishad. She has gone 
with her almost 700 passengers, how gone no 
one o^n loll. One of ber boats has come 
ashore upon the coast of Ireland, conlaiaing 
fiva or six dead and half decayed bodies. 
Some record committed to tho waves may 
yet bo found to give us iotclligenco of hor 
fate, but it is not a mystery of Gro, iceberg, 
collision or foundering from storm or leak. 
The means of safety at sea need mach im- 
provement. We have just heard ol a new, 
ezcellaat, perfectly appointed naval steamer 
ranning into another, on a clear calm night, 
and both going to the bottom. Tho Cork 
steamer was built in cumpartmonts, but that 
did not savo hor. for sho was struck exactly 
between two of them, and both crushed in. 
Tho Amazon had no compartments, sho 
was the first of the so-oalled Alabama claas, 
and has followed her namesake to the bottom 
of the channel.
